‘SHIPPING NEEDS 


Fleet Board Hears Invited 
“Opinion of Public” 
Navy Men Outspoken on 
Lack of Merchant Marine 


Offers Suggestions 


NEW YORE, Nov. 18. (4)-—The 
“public opinion” which the United 
States Shipping Board has sought on 
the problem of the merchant marine 
spoke right up today, and, near the 
wind-up of the board’s country-wide 
tour, expressed itself on why and 
how the government should get out of 
tie shipping business. 

The most outspoken persons pres- 
ent were officers of the United States 
Navy, who declared that the Navy 
“wants and must have an adequate 
merchant marine from the point 
of national defense if this country’s 
shores are to be protected from possi- 
ble foreign invasion.” . 


NAVAL OFFICER HEARD 


Capt. J. K. Robinson, retired, of the 
Third Naval District, asserted that if 
America is to keep abreast of ship- 
building in the world today the coun- 
try “must build 400,000 tons of ship- 
ping a year.” i 

“What you should do,” he told the 
members of the Shipping Board, “is 
to build more ships. t I don’t care 
who builds them—private enterprise 
or the government itself, but this | 
country must have ships. 

“And it hasn't got them, and isn’t 
getting them. There are hardly as 
many shipbuilding plants in the 
country now as there were before— | 
not during—the war. 

“We cannot scrap another ship un- 
til we have a mercrg@nt marine. Our | 
whole disarmament program hinges | 
on our having an effective sea service 
tor commerce and defense.

HARTER TINKERING 

Adopting a new charter by a vote of 
nearly two to one, Santa Barbara has just 
decided to do away with the trustees and 
city manager form of municipal govern- 
ment and revert to the old Mayor and ward 
council system. One may sympathize with 
the desire of Santa Barbara to have better 
municipal government without cenceding 
that she is likely to get it in the way 
chosen. 


Of all the schemes for running a city 
that have ever been tried the ward or dis- 
trict council system seems ‘generally to 
work the worst, since it will not work at 
all withou liberal log-rolling. The Council 
has no incentive to consider the needs of 
the city as a whole, and the efforts of each 
Councilman to get something for his dis- 
trict results inevitably in trades and com- 
binatlons which lead to extravagance. If 
any Councilman tries to take a city-wide 
view he is isolated and his district is 
starved for the benefit of those of his more 
selfish colleagues. 


The proponents of the district council 
system in Los Angeles seem to have real- 
ized their error and now are trying to 
amend it by providing for some Council- 
men elected at large. The plan has its 
merits, but it has obviously the demerit of 
enlarging a body that is already too large, 
while made up of men who are too small. 
Fifteen men must work, if they work at all, 
through committees. Long experience has 
shown that no committee of more than five 
ever accomplishes anything unless two or 
three of the committeemen do all the work. 
To add more men to the Council would be 
of no benefit unless they were men of big- 
ber caliber. It is to be feared that the 
mixed system proposed, while it might get 
better men into the Council by the “at- 
large” ballot, would reduce the district 
Councilmen to even more pitiful specimens, 
if such a thing were possible. And Los An- 
has too many elected officials now. 
‘New York has tried to solve the problem 
in a different way. She has a Council or 
Board of Aldermen elected by districts, but 
it haa no power to speak of, the real gov- 
erning power being vested in the Board of 
Estimate and Appointment, controlled by 
officials elected at large—the Mayor, Comp- 
troller and President of the Board of Al- 
dermen, who have votes enough to balance 
those of the five borough presidents, who 
also sit on the board. It works well when 
the three principal officials are good men. 
The system which Santa Barbara has 
just discarded has been widely adopted and 
many cities have had excellent results from 
it. The point is that all systems depend 
upon the human factor. No automobile is 
dependable with a bad driver. The ideal 
combination, good methods and good men, 
is seldom met with, 
Charter tinkering usually is time wasted 
and its results are nearly always disap- 
pointing. The same amount of time and 
trouble spent in persuading competent men 
to take office will accomplish infinitely 
more.

Court’s Witness in Maintenance Suit Admits Ha 
Accepted Fee From Defendant 


Milton Carlson, handwriting expert appointed by Judge Keeler to exam- 
ine documents in the separate maintenance suit of Lou Merritt against 
Hulett C. Merritt, Jr., was dismissed yesterday as the court's witness by 
Judge Keeler when it was brought out that Carlson had received $1000 from 
Howard Lewis, attorney for Merritt, to apply on a fee of 85000 he was 


said to have demanded from Lewis. 

Dismissal of Carlson came as the 
climax to a day of sensations in the 
trial of the case. Carlson had been 
Pamed to examine documents apply- 
ing to a trust created by Hulett 0. 
Merritt, Sr., and in which Merritt, 
Jr., was named one of the principal 
beneficiaries. 

In dismissing Carlson, Judge Keeler 
held the matter of fees should have 
been referred to him, and that inas- 
much as Carlson had been paid a fee 
by one of the parties to the action 
it would have a tendency, in the 
court's eyes, to affect the weight of 
testimony that might be given. Judge 
Keeier absolved both Carlson and 
Lewis from any blame in the matter. 

Carlson, who war summoned into 
court by Judge Keeler to explain the 
transaction, stated he was not aware 
that he was overstepping the wishes 
of the court in asking for a fee from 
Merritt's attorney. 

In explaining why he had advanced 
Carlson a payment of $1000, Attorney 
Lewis, representing Merritt, stated he 
had no idea of tampering with a wit- 
ness. 

Judge Keeler ordered Carlson to 
return the uncashed check for $1500 
to Lewis and stated he would later 
make an order fixing Carlson’s fee in 
the case to date. 

Asked what he considered a reason- 
able fee, Carlson replied that he felt 
he should receive $300 8 day.

RISK COSTS SIIR DEBATE |BUILDING of., 


Rules to Regulate Insurance Business Expenses 


Approved at Heated Convention Session 


After a hectic double-barreled debate lasting four hours a resolution ap- 
proving a set of rules to regulate acquisition costs of fidelity and trust in- 


surance companies was passed by the national convention of insurance 


Insurance Building yesterday. | 

The session, which was cht racter- 
ized by oratory reminiscent of the 
halls of Congress, was the most ex- 
citing the convention has seen for 
a long time, according to the old- 


timers. That the opinion on acqui- | 


sition costs is divided among the 
insurance commissioners is evidenced 
by the fact that only seventeen 
States voted in favor of the reso- 
lution, while ten opposed it. Sev- 
eral commissioners declined to vote, 
among them Judge Conn, president 
of the conyention, who explained 
that he felt that this matter is be- 
yond the jurisdiction of the com- 
missioners. 


COSTS INCREASING 


Acquisition costs, is a technical 
term used by insurance men to des- 
ignate the cost of doing business. 
One of the chief elcments in this 
cost is that represented by commis- 


creasing to the detriment of the 
business and the cost of the pub- 
lic particularly of fidelity and trust 
insurance companies. Some time ago 
a conference of representatives of 
these companies met and agreed up- 
on a set of ruies relative to commis- 
sions and agents. Briefly, these 
rules provided that no general agent 
was to be paid more than 30 per 
cent of an insurance premium as his 
commission. From this figure the 
commissions ranged iown to as low 
as 10 per cent for the office solici- 
tors of certain classes of fidelity and 
trust insurance. The rules also des- 
ignated the number of general and 
other high-priced agents to which 
each State should be entitled. 

This set of rules had been adopt- 
ed by twenty-seven of the leading in- 
surance companies and opposed by 
only three or four. The companies 
were desirous of obtaining the sup- 
port of the rules by the commis- 
sioners’ convention, however, and 
yesterday's debate revolved about the 
question as to whether or not it was 


proper for the commissioners, as 
State officials, to agree to such sup- 


APPROVAL ASKED 


When this part of the debate was 
over, Commissioner Beha of New 
York. who has given this subject 
much study, moved the adoption of 
the resolution of approval. This pre- 
cipitated another debate, among the 
commissioners themselves, and an 
avalanche of motions which for a 
time threatened to inmesh the meet- 
ing In a hopeless perliamentary tan- 
gle. The question of approval was 
finally put to a vote, however, each 
commissioner being given the privi- 
lege of explaining his vote, which 
most of them did at some length. 

The effect of the vote of approval, 
it was explained, will not be equival- 
ent to adoption of the rules by the 
commissioners, but will be merely 
a manifestation on their part of 
moral support” tn so far as the laws 
of the different States permit.

The sweep of 
music from its classical fervor of 
Spirit to the dazzling and over- 
whelming tonal architecture of 
modernity!

‘LONG BEACH, Nov. 18.—Confirma- 


tion of a recent story in The Times 
relative to the construction of a 
giant addition to the Southern Cai- 
ifornia Edison Company's big steam 
turbine plant in Long Beach Har- 
bor, was given today by William F 
Graef. manager of the company's lo- 
cal office. Graef has applied to the 
Long Beach Harbor Commission ior 
a thirty-five-year franchise and per 
mission to construct a discharge flume 
across the city-ownei land on Termi- 
nal Island. 

The flume will, it was pointed out, 
provide an outflow from the proposed 
new plant to the ocean and will 
cost about $300,000. Favorable action 
of the commissioners on the petiticr: 
will determine the company's plans 
for the construction of a giant steam 
turbine plant to augment the plant 
that has been in operation here for 
several years, and which was recen 
ly enlarged at a cost of several mil- 
lion dollars The flume, Mr. Graef ex- 
plained to the commissioners, will 
consist of a concrete pipe twenty-five 
feet in diameter. The company in- 
tends, it was said, to run the fume 
from the plant, a distance of

Arcadia Officials Fail to 
Agree on Restrictions in 
Baldwin Agreement 


ARCADIA, Nov. 18.—Reluctance of 
Arcadia officials to accept the long- 
sought deeds for new major high- 
ways through the E. J. (Lucky) Bald- 
win estate, today threatened a new 
obstruction in the path of this three- 
year improvement project. 

Enumerating several restrictions 
and penalties for the yiolation of their 
provisions, the signed deeds of the 
Baldwin estate for rights of way to 
extend Colerado street, Pasadena, to 
connect with Orange avenue in Mon- 
rovia and Arcadia; Huntington Drive 
on the north of the Pacific Electric 
tracks; and the extension of Bald- 
win avenue through the estate from 
Sierra Madre, were read before the 
City Council of Arcadia last night. 
Th city officials could not agree to 
accept the deeds on the basis of the 
restrictions and penalties that are 
given in the agreement, and accord- 
ingly voted to hold a special meetin, 
next Wednesday night at which time 
Arcadia’s final decision will be given. 

The decis, which were prepared by 
Mrs. Baldwin's attorney and signed 
by the Baldwin heirs, stipulate that 
the Colorado extension and Hunting- 
ton Drive must be constructed with- 
in three gears, and that a breach of 
this agreement will result in the 
forfei.ure of the deed to the grantor 

The roads, which are to be put 
through must be at least thirty feet 
wide and eight inches deep. The 
deeds further specify that no other 
road can be constructed by city. 
county or State or private corpora- 
tions within a period of fifty years, 
except the extension of Baldwin ave- 
nue. If it*is broken Arcadia will 
then become liable for the land at 
the face value of the property when 
the contract is broken.

Snow | Mantle 


BAKERSFIELD, Nov. 18.—The high- 
er Sierra peaks in Kern county have 
been capped ina thin mantle of 
white, visible from Bakersfield, by the 
season's first snow storm. A contin- 
uance of the cold wave that has swept 
the mountain districts portends heavy 
snowstorms in the near future, it is 
said, which may become the basis 
for a snow pack which will effect a 
gradual distribution of stream and 
river waters next spring. 

During the past few seasons snow- 
storms have been of such short dura- 
tion that the snow pack could not 
form, the result being a rapid meft- 
ing and all too rapid distribution of 
water in the early spring freshets.

The find was so im- 
portant that it took three weeks be- 
fore all of the contents of pottery 
and skeletons were removed from the 
tombs. 

“It was apparent at first glance that 
the pottery was of the earliest known 
in Palestine. Rarities were found and 
many shapes and forms were hitherto 
unFriown in the science of ceramics. 
Notable among the new forms was a 
series of double cups the like of 
which has never been seén before.” 

Whole rows of circular grain and 
water storage bins were found by 
the party. A_startling disccvery was 
made in one of the larger bins which 
proved to be a cistern chipped out 
of bed rock. It was shaped like 
enormous jug or bottle lined wi 
plaster, and in it were found import- 
ant pottery specimens of the Isreal- 
ites before the exile. The expedition 
found that the occupation of the 
city evidently had continued after the 
exile as the grain bin had been built 


over it.
